REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested. 

Claim 3 has been amended to recite that the Mycobacterium w is a killed Mycobacterium w. 
Support for this amendment is found in the specification, for example, at page 12. Claims 22, 25, 
and 26 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. Upon entry of this amendment, claims 
1-21, 23, 24, and 29 are pending. Claims 1, 2, 5-21, 23, 24, and 29 have been allowed. Therefore, 
only claims 3 and 4 are at issue. 

Claim Objection 

Claims 22, 25, and 26 have been objected to as being duplicates of claim 1 . In response, 
and without conceding the validity of the objection, claims 22, 25, and 26 have been canceled. 
Accordingly, this objection is moot. 

Indefiniteness Rejection 

Claims 3 and 4 have been rejected as indefinite for failing to specify a particular form of 
Mycobacterium w. In response, claim 3 has been amended to recite that the Mycobacterium w is a 
killed Mycobacterium w. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that claims 3 and 4 are 
definite. Withdrawal of this rejection is respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, it is respectfully requested that the 
application be reconsidered, and that the pending claims be allowed and the case passed to issue.
